Our Me(Idie-som<j Mayor and the 
Medals. Again, 

Editob Coii0ni8t:-^So mouy foolish 
and ohildish things are "daily said and 
done in this city in respect to Canada and 
Cauadinns, that bettor informed men liavo 
tired of combatting them, it being a waste 
of time to reason with unreasoning crea- 
tures, Buoh as are tho morbid malcon- 
tonts amongst us. In this spirit of indif- 
ference, one is apt, however, to allow 
mischief to bo done, forgetting that the 
trre value of the individuals and tbo 
airount of weight that should attach to 
tlioii- opinions will uot bo as well undor- 
stcKjd 3000 miles away lus hero. I must, 
thoreforo, undertake the oitromely dis- 
tasteful duty of noticing tho utterances of 
the Mayor of Victoria respecting tho 
medals so gracefully and kindly present- 
ed by tlie Governor Goncral to be com- 
peted for at the approaching regatta. 

It is hardly nocossaiy to say. that it is 
the Mayor's (uot Mr. Drunimond's) words 
I am noticing. 

Lord Dufferin ia a distinguished sclio- 
Ur, an experienced Statesman, a high- 
laod and most courteous ond kindly gen- 
tle nmn. 

Ill his present Oiitlted position ho lias 
added greatly to an already pro-existing 
reputation for ability of no common or- 
der. He is not one to do carelessly and 
indifforoutly even so seemingly insignifi- 
cant a thing as tho prosoutation of aniod- 
nl, and surely he, by this time, should 
know how to do it correctly. Not only has 
he oh hia own behalf on many ocoasioua 
presented medals, but in England, before 
assuming tho Government of Canada, ho 
bus had a large share of osporience in 
connection with similar presentations. 
Since then it is not possible to aupi)oso 
him ignorant, tho Mayor must couceivo 
that ho deviated from his usual course 
(which would bo to have medals struck 
for each oocasion) and to avoid exponso, 
sent two medals which bysomochauco ho 
bad uot appropri.%t jd as lie had first in- 
tended and thought contemptuously good 
ouougii for British Columbia. 

That tho Mayor should not understand 
the instincts of a gentleman, and how 
foreign to thorn would bo such behaviour, 
is not to be wondered at, but it is to bu 
lamented grtatly that British Columbia's 
reprosontativa me t should he such as he, 
so prone to suspicion, so ignorant, so 
incapable of believing that honor can he 
found in men in ollicial positions, so in- 
sulting to Canada, so rude to Lord Duf- 
ferin. 

Witness the treatment of Mr. Macken- 
zie in the rejection of Mr. Edgar. Witness 
now the gmoelessnesa in regard to Lord 
Dufferin's graoious act. 

The faot about thoso medals is simply 
that desiring to mark Lis interest in 
Canadian sports Lord Dufferin h*d a 
number of medals struck in 1873, (short- 
ly after bis eoniing to Canada) bearing 
on one side the likeneas of himself and 
his Countess, and on the other bis gfms 
and o device, with the insoription ''Gov- 
ernor (ienoral of Canada, presented by 
His Ercellenoy, 1873. ' 

How, what is it supposed that thoRO 
were Btrnck for ? There ia no name upon 
them or piaoe for a name of any recipient. 
No one can suppose they were struck to be 
kept by himself. What thon were, tboy 
for? Why, for such gouoral ciiseB as His 
Excellency felt disposed to patronizQ;not 
certainly, as the Mayor of Victoria has 
thought it becoming to say, for a special 
caso in 1873 "as pri7.os for large caboagL'S 
in that year, and that boiug left over and 
of no intrinaio value" ho has sent them 
here. 

It has been left to British Columbia to 

di->covcr a trickster in Mr. Miickcuzie. 
yho can also take tho prize for being tlio 
tiiit to poreoivo Lord Dull'erin's igiiur- 
ance of tho amenities of his ollicial puai- 
tioii. Thei'o is hopo, however, for both 
uf tbim , with her i'remior to teach the 
former honesty and statesmanHhip, and 
tho Mayor of Victoria to teach courtly 
miiuners uuil good bruediag, to tUe 
lattor.tbey will be duUarda indeed if thoy 
tlo not iiapi'ovn. 

Young ineii of Victoria: these are the 
same description of meilals as your bro- 
tiiera in the older Provinoea strain every 
nerve to win. If, tbaroforo, they are not 
wiibdrawn before tho day of tho regatta 
in cinisetjui'tico of tho insult of tho Mayor, 
pull for ihcm like men, and treasnio 
thorn proudly, if you siiould ffiu tbom. It 
must bo a paltry oars iiiau who cotoIh — 
like the Mayor — only intrinsic value, and 
has no appreciation of bouor.

— Tho 
MoUowing rule for ftscttrtainiag the yield 
of ripened gruin crops before harvesting 
is going tho rounda. To aimplify tbo min- 
ter, divido the vrhole weight of tho groin 
thus obtained by tho niinibor of aeleotions 
'made. This will give th« average, which 
multiply aa above. The result can hardly 
bo far wrong, if rightly made: Frame 
together four light atioktj, meaiuring ex- 
actly a foot square inside, and with this 
in buidj walk into tho field and select a 
spofc^of fair average yield, and lower tho 
frame squrtrely over aa many hoad» aa it 
■will inclose, nud shell out tbo heads thus 
inolosed carefully, and weigh tho gr»in. 
It is fair to preiume that tho proportion 
will be the 43-DGOth part of an acre's pro- 
dace. To prove it. go through the held 
Mxd make ten or twenty similar oaloula- 
iions, and estimate by the means of tho 
whole number of results. It ifill cort«lnly 
enable a farmer to make a clearer calcula- 
tion of what a field will produce than he 
can by guessing.

Couclusion of the Debute in the 

C.itiadian Senate on Bailfray and 

Tolegruph. 



■Wo bad boon told that this country 
was not able to bear the expense which 
tliis Paeilic routo would entail. Tho 
ability of this Dominion to curry out 
this was greater than to carry out 
former arrangement. Our finan- 
cial position now was certainly not 
less strong than it was tiien. Objec- 
tion was made that tho Government 
would not have to submit the contraotfl 
to Parliament. But hp would remind 
bdn. gentlemen that tlie late Qovern- 
mont never submitted its contracts to 
Parliaiuont, and this Goveriunout sub- 
niitted its contracts until the proiumt 
time, and now, when, for a Hpecilic 
reason, thoy drsirod to depart from 
that custom, ho thought lion, gontlo- 
men ought not to complain. We 
were bound to show Britiisu Oulumbia 
good faith, not in . ORtryipg out ;the 



original proposition, which was out of 
the question, but the ]3reyeiit ono hub- 
njitted in its place. Ho admitted tho 
burden was a heavy one for us to bear, 
but the stipulations of the treaty must 
be fulfilled It was impossible for the 
Government to submit tbo contract 
before next year; tlierefore, if Parlia- 
r>ont insisted upon the contract being 
submitted, tho work could not be 
gone on with by tho time agreed up- 
on. 

Hon. Mr. Miller wished to state 
briefly tho reason why ho would sup- 
port the bill. He was one of those 
who had voted for the admission of 
British Columbia into tho Confedera- 
tion, on the terms of the constructioH 
of ft Pacihc Railway. Ho (Mr. Miller) 
would not now discuss the wisdom or 
unwisdom of thn ■ terms of admission 
granted to the Wostern Province, but 
bo did not admit that tho Pacific Rail- 
way was a purely British Columbia 
afTair. It was a national undertaking 
iu whioh the whole Dominion, from 
Gape Breton to Vancouver Island, was 
deeply concerned. Tho gvoiter por- 
tion of the whole lino was necessa.-y 
to the carrying out of their coloniza- 
tion policy in tho great North-West 
Torritoiy. But it was truo British 
Columbia had tho greatest interest in 
tho Pacific Railway, which they found 
they were now unable to construct ac- 
cording to the terms of Union with 
that Province, aud therefore had a 
just ground of complaint ajrainst the 
Domiuion. Tho lino of railway pro- 
posed by the bill was in satisfaction 
of the breach of the original terms, 
and had been recommended by the 
Imperial Government, Was it wise 
in this Hou.sc to reject the compromise 
made under such cirtumstances ? He 
did not think it would be wiao or poli- 
tic to do 80, As one of those who had 
supported the original terms made 
with BritUh Columbia, he felt bound 
to support this bill, which was a com- 
pensation for the non-fulfilment of 
those terina. The rejection of the bill 
would neither improve their relationa 
with that Province or the Imperial 
Govern niont, nnd he therefore hoped 
tbo measure would become law. He 
(Mr. Miller), at any rate, would not 
tp,ke the responsibility of voting 
against it.Avbatever ho might fool with 
regard to tho burthen the work would 
impose on the country. 

After remarks by Hon. Messr.?. 
Vidal, Howlan and Scott, Hon Mr. 
Aikins' amendment, giving the bill the 
six months' hoist, was put to vote and 
carried b^r 23 to 21. 

ON SDPPLV. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald, of British 
Columbia, observed the moui'oer from 
Woodstock (Mr. Alexander) was kind 
enough to say he would take into con- 
sideration any wrong propoaed to bo 
done British Columbia. He knew a 
wrong bad been done and, so far as he 
could, bad helped to perpetrate it. 
British Columbia required no sympa- 
thy from anyone, no hypocritical sym- 
jmthy, particularly. All she wanted 
was her rights and dues pi'omised for 
tho last four years. Last ni^^bi they 
wore alludod to in a per.^onal manner, 
but ho desired to siiy they wanted no 
special favor nor hypocritical pro- 
mises from any member of this 
House. 

Hon. Mr. Dickey rose to correct the 
remarks of tbo Secretary of State. 
When tho resolution roudouining the 
tho building of a tclcgr.ipb line not 
upon the lino of the rail way was be- 
fore the Hojge, of Min a er of Agri- 
culture stated m thefiunkost manner 
that there was no intention wb.atever 
to place it anywhere but on tho locat- 
ed line of th<^ railway, upon whicii 
aKsurnnco he (Mr. Dickey) appealed to 
tlie lion, gentleman beside bim (Mr. 
Alexander) to withdraw bis motion 
which he did. 

Hon. yiw Alexander — Hear, hear. 

Hon. Mr. Dickey, comtinuing, said, 
but for that assurance be would 
not have asked him to witharaw the 
motion. 

Hon. Mr. Lot oilier said ho stated the 
telegraph line would bo in the direc- 
tion of tho located railw.ay, — that was 
the intention of tho Govornmoiit, to 
be carried out in good faith. But in 
places where from the nature of the 
ground or other circumstances that 
rould not bo absolutely done, if they 
kept within a short distanoe ot the 
railway, they would carry out tb.o 
b; intof tho Act, and not injure tl §io id 
Were necessity did not ex-isl, they 
would follow the railway line in ail 
parts. 

Hon. Mr, Dickey said tboro was no 
interprotutiou of that kind given at 
tbnt time, aud it svas now too lato to 
put this one ujion the original Htato- 
raeiit. It would have been fair to 
give it at the time, when his hon, friend 
would, doubtless, have pressed his re- 
solution . 

Hon. Mr. Penny said idlowance was 
always made for certain troublesome 
contingoncios or nnex))ectod diOicul- 
tio.s in enterprises like this, which 
justified Blight departures from origin- 
al plans. No one could find fault for 
a deviation of a mile or two in excep- 
tional localities. 

Hon. !Mr. Mac])l>orHon warned the 
GoYcniuiont of their duly to practise 
economy at present, boc.iUBO ho could 
MHsuro them thero was very groat no- 
coasity for it. Ho luighb add it was 
becoming tho custom in England, in 
the cohO of exponditures of public 
money, to Bubmit tho schonies to botl: 
Housos, that they might approve or 
reject them. He dav<dsaytho nor.- 
Hubiiiisiiion ot the Georgian Buy Ilii.il- 
waj' coutraotf) to this Hoiiho, was an 
ouiisHion ; but ho hoped- tho Govorn- 
moiit would not ovnrlook tho oiiinion 
of tho HouBO iu this cnso^ nor the fact 
that the ooobraot yiva, (| Bapproved of

Hun. Mr. Scott said it had been, 
lion Mr. Macpliorsoa said the best 
thing the Government could do then 
was to consider how thoy could most 
economically got rid of that contrast 
especially as the proposed eipend?ture 
on the Pacific side of the continent 
for tho other branch road was '«8t io 
be proceeded with. As the expendi- 
ture upon tho Pacific branch had been 
saved by the action of tLe House last 
night, he hoped that the con templatec" 
outlay upon the road by tho waters 
that flowed to tho Atlantic, virould 
also be saved.
